DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

Claims 1-34 have been presented for examination in this application. 

Claim 1-26 and 29-34 have been canceled. 

Claims 27-28 remain pending. 

Claims 27-28 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The art of record neither teaches nor fairly suggests method of 
independent claim 27 including the following combination of limitations defining 
the main invention/embodiment: 

" .. returning a decrypt key found message if the key is the key used to 
encrypt the sealed information or returning a decrypt key not found message if 
the key is not the key used to encrypt the sealed information ". 

The remaining dependent claims, not specifically mentioned, are allowed 
for the same rationale as the independent claim(s) being based from.
